■ On OCTOBER 25, 1971. the United 
Slates of America suffered a severe kick 
in the teeth when the United Nations 
Gene till Assembly voted 76 so S> to oust 
the legal Government of China and re¬ 
place it with representatives of Mao Ta¬ 
tung. The New yVj^A Times reported that, 
alter the voting. "For Song minutes the 
packed hull rang with applause and cheers 
for The winners. There was rhythmic 
clapping/* The word “gleeful” was gen¬ 
erally used to describe those who had 
vulcd to oust the peaceful government of 
America's staunchest ally, Chiang Kai 
slick, and seat in his place the world’s 
premier warmongers. Symbolically and 
appropriately the delegate from Commu¬ 
nist Tanzania danced the W&lusi when the 
results of the vote were announced. 

Our Ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions, George Bush., maintained that we 
had seen ihe “haired" of America as it 
really exists in the United NaLions. “The 
mood of the General Assembly that night 
was ugly. It was something harsh,” said 
Bush. noting that he had been roundly 


hissed as he rose to speak. Walter Trohan 
of the Chicago Tribune observed: 

. .. the expulsion of Nationalist 
China demonstrated cicariy, if fur¬ 
ther demonstration were necessary „ 
that we have few, if any friends , 
anywhere. Those nations we saved 
in World War II and those nations 
we helped on their feet after the 
war voted against the retention of 
Nationalist China in the UN. 

Even "nations" whose very creation 
we supported and financed joined in the 
chorus of anti-Americanism. Four of the 
six Common Mark el nations voted againsl 
us: Belgium, France, The Netherlands, 
and Italy, (Of the other two. West Ger¬ 
man y is not a U,N. member, and Luxem¬ 
bourg bravely abstained.) Also voting 
.against lix in this important test were oui 
N.A.1,0. “allies” Britain. Canada, Ice¬ 
land, Portugal. Turkey, Norway, and Den¬ 
mark. 

As high officials in the Nixon Adminis¬ 
tration have maneuvered to blame ihe 
defeat on assorted Ethiopians in the fuel 
supply H it has become more and more 
obvious that the vote was fixed from the 
start. One remembers that according to 
Human Events for September 25, 1971: 

President Nixon handed Peking a 
handsome gift last week, waking his 
offering only Jive days prior to the 
opening of the General Assembly of 
the United Nations, in hh extem¬ 
poraneous press conference, the 
President, announcing a fresh "Sell¬ 
out Taiwan” doctrine, stressed that 
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the United Stares would not only 
welcome Peking into the K N p hut 
that we also wanted it to sk on the 
afMmpotfmi Security Council lie 
further demonstrated that the U-S. 
favored the eviction of Taiwan

Mr, Nixon had already greased ihe 
skids with his announcement that he 
would journey lo Peking to pay homage 
to the oriental despot , Mao Tsc-lung. But, 
tor the sake or appearances. Ambassador 
Rush made a clumsy effort to resist the 
Albanian resolution to oust the National¬ 
ist Government, And while Mr. Bush was 
pushing one policy for the television 
cameras, the real Nixon policy was being 
spelled out privately. As the New York 
Times reported October 20, 1971, the 
President was "Hashing one publicist sig¬ 
nal while the United Slates seemed to be 
pursuing another in the United Nations."* 
The next day,, in the Los Angeles 
Times, the syndicated "Liberal PT colum¬ 
nist Robert Elegant observed: 

The tong arm of coincidence can 
stretch only so far. It wm hardly 
coincidence that placed Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, the President 's guru for 
foreign affairs, in Peking at the 
precise moment the United Nations 
was voting to admit Communist 
China and expel Taiwan .... 

The adroit orchestration of Kis¬ 
singer's visit, American maneuver 
mg at the United Nations, and 
Peking's ritual denunciation of (hat 
maneuvering, revealed a high level 
of practical cooperation ....

Hie Untied States appeared to 
be striving to save Taiwan A seat in 
the Central Assembly* while ad - 


miffing Peking to the Security 
CuunciL That appearance ivutf al¬ 
most - but not quite believable. 
After all, Washington knew Peking 
would not accept half a loaf. . . . 

Once the President announced 
his intentions of visiting China„ it 
was a foregone conclusion that Pe¬ 
king would get in and Taiwan be ex¬ 
pelled ; Vie Administration simply 
could not imperil the visit and the 
burgeoning Sino-American relation¬ 
ship hv excluding Peking .... 

A ctually, Washington r s os ten ta ■ 
tiously warmer attitude toward 
Communist China insured her ad¬ 
mission . Wavering nations knew 
that voting for Peking would not 
really offend the United States. 

Mr Elegant cheered this sellout of our 
best ally in favoi of our WuisL enemy, 
describing it as "creative hypocrisy." Me 
said it was necessary lo obtain “the 
created purpose of gaining the U.N. seals 

fur Ihc Peopled Republic^ which actually 
administers the vast mainland and some 
7SO million Chinese.”* Arid Robert Ele- 
ganr assures us, as have so many others, 
that ‘'Peking's admission will not only 
strengthen the Lf,N„ peacekeeping capa¬ 
city h but will, at the least, open the door 
to U.N, activities like arms limitation and 
nuclear-test ban talks." Meanwhile, ac¬ 
cording to Elegant, Mr. Nixon’s “creative 
hypocrisy" will validate his credentials as 
a statesman. 

The Ambassador from Pakistan, who 
voted to admit Red China and expel Free 
China, saluted oui F reside rtfs "creative 
hypocrisy wt hy declaring: "I would like to 
acknowledge that President Nixon's new 
policy contributed to the victory."

We arc prepared to face this 
reality and act in accordance with 
it..even though it may cause us 
some grief r some prguments, some 
criticism .... Quite obviously it is 
going to take on what some have said 
is a bipolar institution and triangu¬ 
late the power. Certainly with Pe¬ 
king coming into the Security 
Council scat wur arc going to ham- at 
a minimum a tnanxtdatkm of 
power. / think you V see Peking 
doing what many have predicted — 
championing the Third World devel¬ 
oping nations or attempting 
to + ... President NLxan has always 
supported the U.N. and will con¬ 
tinue, Wc have, no plans to do 
anything else. 

When Ambassador Bush was running 
for the Senate from Texas in 1%4. he

time he maintained: “If Red China 
should he admitted to the United Na¬ 
tions, then the United Nations is hope¬ 
less, and we should withdraw.** And of 
course, Mr. Nixon bin It much of his 
political re pula lion on his own fervent 
opposition m the admission of Red China 
lo the U.N, Richard Nixon wus even u 
member of ihe Committee of One Mil¬ 
lion, this larges! nrgi-nnxaiion devoted 
exclusively Eo fighting trie admission of 
rhe Maoist Government to Ehe United 
Waltons,* 

During Ills 19G8 quest lor the Presi¬ 
dency, on (he nineteenIh of April, Mr. 
Nixon proclaimed: 

/ would not recognize Red China 
wow, and / would not agree to 
admitting it to the United Nations, 
and / wouidn V go along with those 
welt-in ten turned people that said „ 
"Trade with them, because that 
may change them. " ftccausc doing 
it now would only encourage them , 
the hardliners in Peking and the 
hardline policy they Ve following. 
Attd it would have an immense 
effect in discouraging great num¬ 
bers of non-Communisr dements in 
Free Asia that arc now fust be* 
ginning to develop their own confi¬ 
dence. 

Richard Nixon no longei even refers lo 
Communist China as Red China, but by 
MaoN ludicrous title: The Peopled Re¬ 
public of China, After all, only ten days 
after taking office he had directed Henry 
Kissinger, his national security assistant, 
to lay plans for embracing Peking. One 
result was the orgy of anti-Americas ikm

Harbor, 
many Americans are for the first lime 
willing, Li) lake a second look at the 
United Nations. In Older to understand 
the U,N, and the threat il poses to 
American liberty, one musi go hack 10 its 
dusty antecedents and examine the plait 
and the planners. 

A world government under a Parlia¬ 
ment of Man has been an Ideal of 
dreamers and schemers since undent 
limes. The dreamers envision perpetual 
world peace; a utopia m which the lion 
will sup with (lie lamb instead oT dining 
on its carcass The schemer bedazzles the 
dreamer wills visions of permanently 
eliminating war* pestilence, famine, and 
want. He plays the “idealists” as Heifetz 
plays the violin. The schemer has other, 
less laudable goals. 

Among the most important of such 

schemers have been powerful interna¬ 
tional financiers and carteJisis. Their goal 
was described by Manlagu Norman, for¬ 
mer head of the Bank of England, who 
said they seek to assure that +L ihe Hegem¬ 
ony of World Finance should reign su¬ 
preme over everyone, everywhere, as one 
whole supernational control mechanism." 
This hegemony b or domination, am only 
be established through a world govern¬ 
ment com rolled from behind the scenes 
by the Insiders of international finance 

The Leading representatives in America 
of this worldwide clique were the firms of 
I P Morgan & Company and Kuhn K Locb 
St Company. Members of these interna¬ 
tional banking concerns “were primarily 
responsible for creating the Federal Re¬ 
serve System in 3913, which gave them 
hegemony over America's banking system 
and* thereby, essential control over tmr 
economy, 31 Next these same men. largely

through their control over key news¬ 
papers h and l h rough ‘'Colonel 1 * Edward 
Maude! I House, their front man who was 
the Henry Kissinger of the Wilson Admin 
i si ration, worked miglnily io push Ameri¬ 
ca into World War I. From the ashes of 
the fe *war to end all wars" the Insiders of 
international finance hoped to create a 
world government, the League of Na¬ 
tions. which would serve as a conduit for 
exlending (heir hegemony over all world 
commerce arid finance. 

One of the most important agents in 
this scheme was an opera I or named Theo¬ 
dore Marburg. Born in Maryland, an 
ardent scholar and successful business¬ 
man, Marburg bad gone to Oxford Uni¬ 
versity in 1893 lo lake a special course in 
economics and political science. There lie 
bad been initialed into the conspiracy a$ 
a member of the Fabian Society and* 
according lo Woodrow Wilson's biogra¬ 
pher Jennings Wise’ 

His studies brought Marburg to 

the conclusion that the liberaliza¬ 
tion of the governments of the 
world through the medium of a 
league of nations, with power re¬ 
siding in the hands of the inferna- 
tionat financiers to con trot frs conn* 
tils and enforce peace, would prove 
a specific for ail the political ids of 
mankind? 

Returning to America, Marburg was 
supported by international financiers in a 
spectacular rise in the Republican leader 
ship, and ai the same time he began 
founding organizations to “preach 
Fabianism’' among American intellec- 
tuah. It was Theodore Marburg who 
founded the American Association for 
International Conciliation (and laier the 
League to Enforce Peace) mound such 
magnates of finance as Andrew Carnegie, 
Paul Warburg, Gilo Kahn, Bernard Ba- 
ruck, uud Jacob Schiff, 

But Marburg was handicapped bn cause 
of his reputation as a Republican. When il 
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became apparent that only (he Democrat 
Party was likely to promote ihe Federal 
Reserve System and assure passage of ihc 
Income Tax Amendment. Marburg was 
assigned (he job of finding his own 
"opposite number 15 within the ranks of 
the Democrats. The task proved remark¬ 
ably simple. Theodore Marburg contacted 
“Gblond’ 1 Edward Mandcll House, a 
behind'the scenes manipulator in the 
Democrat Party whose views paralleled 
Marburg's almost exactly. House was 

commissioned to find a Democrat candi¬ 
date for President whom he could con¬ 
trol. The mini lie found was Woodrow 
Wilson, who later described House as “my 
ullcr egtf + or seen nil self. It was through 
Mar Lung and House, serving lls age rats for 
international finance, that Wilson was 
sold lhe idea of championing a l eague of 
Nations. 

At the same time that the Insiders of 
international finance were attempting to 
oicate u League of Nations, they were 
also sponsoring and financing ihe Com- 
musml Revolution in Russia. The Bolshe- 
v3ks were bankrolled by a consortium of 
bankers, many of them cousins, from 
Wall Street, London, and Frankfurt. 
While I.P. Morgan & Company and the 
Rockefeller interests participated, the 
chief American sponsor was Jacob SehilT, 
a senior partner of Kuhn, Loeb & Com¬ 
pany and an active sponsor of Fabian 
agent Theodore Marburg. As the New 
York JtnintahAmerican reported on Feb¬ 
ruary 3 t 1949; “Today it is estimated, 
even by Jacob’s grandson, John Schiff, a 
prominent member of biew Yoik society, 
that the old man sank about 520 mi 11 ion 
for the final triumph of Bolshevism in 
Russia,” 

Why did Insiders of International fi¬ 
nance support a movement whose usteis- 
sihle purpose is to assure their own 
destruction? The answer is 1 his I they 
needed a geographical base for their 
revolutionary operations, Soviet Commu¬ 
nism would serve as the sword while the 
Fabian movement promoted Socialism tn 


(lie West by use of the pen. Here wcie 
two arms of the same movement, with 
(he violent arm distracting attention from 
the ultimately more dangerous non- 
viol cm arm. 

Following Lhe Armistice of November 
ID 1918. Woodrow Wilson journeyed to 
Pnris, accompanied by House, Thomas 
Lament (a paitner of J.P. Morgan & 
Company) and Paul Warburg (a partner ol 
Kuhn, I .oeh & Company),* A member of 
the delegation. Professor George Herron, 
is quoted by the Paris IP'raid Tribune of 
May 21, 1919, as observing; 

/ have said that certain great 
forces, have steadily mid occultly 
worked for a German Peace. But / 
mean, in fact , one force - an 

international finance to which ail 
other forces hostile to the freedom 
of nations and of the individual 
soul are contributory. The influ¬ 
ence of this finance had permeated 
the Conference 

According to Professor Henoiuone of 
the chief goals of the international finan¬ 
ciers at Paris was to achieve "a recogni¬ 
tion of the Bolshevik power as the de 
facto government of Russia."t However. 
European representatives, living in fear

Moscow government, were drafted by Himself 
and Messrs. House and Lansing, hh 
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that the Bolshevik match might ignite u 
revolutionary Li cider box all over the Con¬ 
tinent, thwarted the Insiders working to 
achieve this goal, 

And, while Wilson and House bar¬ 
gained in Paris, disillusion was rapidly 
setting in back on Nlui.ii Street. As the 
Peace Conference dragged on it became 
more and more obvious to Americans 
that the Wui lied not been a moral 
crusade at all, but had resulted from the 
machinations of venal politicians whose 
specialty was secret treaties hidden be 
hind secret treaties - all lor the benefit 
of the Insiders, of international finance. 
The American people quickly became 
skeptical about any mvolvemcnl with 
such intriguers in a League of Nations. 
Faring a furioUj electorate the Senate 
dared nol ratify the treaty and Ihe LNS. 
did not join the League. Without America 
the League of Naiions was like a cotton 
plantation without cotton. 

But the Peace Conference was far from 
a iota! disaster for the conspirators. The 
Versailles Treaty t which betrayed the 
terms upon which Germany had agreed to 
an armistice, was so written as to guar¬ 
antee that within two decades llie world 
would once again face general warfare. 

The Insiders t anticipating a second 
chance, were determined to learn from 
their mis lakes. They quickly established 
organizations in the major Western coun¬ 
tries to propagandize foi internationalism 
and idealize the concept of One World 
government. At the same time they made 
every effort to encourage government 
policies aimed at furthering these objec¬ 
tives - The instrument they created to 
promote these goals in the United Stales 
is called the Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions,* and the man most responsible for 
its creation was the ubiquitous “Colonel" 
Edward Man dell House. Joining House in 
founding the C.F.R. were such intema-

liuiial financiers as Schiff. Lamont, War¬ 
burg, Kahn, Rockefeller, and Baruch the 
very men who hud been so anxious to col¬ 
lar the United Stales into Ilia League of Na¬ 
tions. Stripped o fits claptrap, the Charter 
of the Council on Foreign Relations reveals 
its purpose to be abolition of the United 
Slates in favor of a One World superstate. 

It is doubtful that one American in a 
bundled has ever heard of the Council oil 
Foreign Relations, or that one in a 
thousand can explain anything at all 
about its goals. Despite the fact that its 
l ,d5fJ members include some of the most 
famous men in AmuFica from the worlds 
of high finance* industry, government, 
the foundations, academe, and the mass 
media, the C.F.R. operates in almost 
complete anonymity. Yet nearly half of 
iiK members have served in ihe federal 
government, and President Nixon has 
appointed more than one hundred mem¬ 
bers of the Council on Foreign Relations; 
to key posts in his Administration. Henry 
Kissinger, for example, came to the 
Nixon Administration from a staff posi¬ 
tion at the C.F.R. 

The annual report of the Council on 
Foreign Relations Tor I95S 1959 dis 
cussed an informal talk made no May 2 I . 
1959* by Walter Mallory, then retiring 
after thirty-two years as Executive Direc- 
lor of the Council. Mallory observed . 

When I cast my mind back to 
192 7, it seems little short of a mira¬ 
cle that the organization could have 
taken root in those days . You will 
remember that the United States 
had decided not to foin the League 
of Nations + ... On the domestic 

front, the budget was extremely 

small taxes were light and we 
didn V even recognize die Russians. 
There were a few men who did not 
feel content in the comfortable 
isolationist climate 

The C.F.R.. composed of just such 
uncomfortable men, worked diligently to 
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change all that- “A Record Of Twenty- 
Five Years," published privately by ihc 
Council on Foreign Relations in 1947. 
reveals how It achieved a hammeilocfc on 
American foreign policy:

Armstrong* editor of "Foreign A f¬ 
fairs, " a fid Waiter H. Mallory, Exec¬ 
utive Director of rise Council, paid 
a visit to the Department of State

As a result of [his. meeting* the Stale 
Department authorized the CF.R, to 
'form groups of experts to proceed with 
research under four general heads: Secu¬ 
rity and Armaments Problems, Economic 
and Financial Problems., Political Prob¬ 
lems. iiEid Territorial Problems.../ 1 
Then, according to the C.F.R.* "the 
Rockefeller Foundation was approached 
Coj a grant of funds to put the plan into 
operation." However, by February of 
1943, the Stale Department took over 
the whole operation, absorbing the 
C.F.R. s top operators into pust-War 
planning activities. Remember, lliis- was 
ten months before Pear! Harbor, 

During World War H it was increasing 
! ly taken for granted that as soon as the 
lighting was ended a new international 
organization would be formed, and that ii 
would be called she Utnlcd Nations. 
Plantiing for creation of that organization 
was taken over by members of the C-F.R. 

lock, stock, and barrel of borscht. The 
man termed "the architect of the United 
Nat ions Charter" by Time magazine in its 
issue for May IS, 1953 T was Russian-born 
Leo Pasvolsky (CF.R), Chief of the 
Division of Special Research hi die State 
Dcpaitment. Born of Communist parents, 
Pasvol&ky was raised a radical and in fil¬ 
trated inlo our government in 1 934 r He 
rapidly rose to rlie key position from 
which be walked to effect the transferor 
U,S. sovereignly to the United Nations, 


Working side by side with Pasvolsky in 
formulating ihu U.N. Charter was Alger 
IJiss, who was at the same time a member 
of iliu Communis Ik 1 Harold Ware cell in 
Was]ling!am a Soviet espionage agent, and 
a member of 1 ho Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions. Hiss played key roles at Yalta and 
Dumbarton Oaks, where agreements were 
worked oui with the Soviets on (he con-

lengthy testimony before the Senate I nter¬ 
nal Security Subcommittee, it was Alger 
Hiss who sal at F.D.R.'s side as his Lop 
specialist on international organization. 

In 195U. the State Department issued 
an official report entitled Postwar Foreign 
Policy Preparation, 1939-1945, w hid i 
named the men who did ihe planning and 
shaped the policies that led ro the 1 creation 
of the new World Organization. That list 
and similar official records revealed these 
men to have been (in addition Lo Algei 
Hiss); Hurry Dextea White, Virginius Frank 
Coe, Dean Aeheson, Noel Field, Laurence 
Duggan. Henry Julian Wadluigh* John Cal¬ 
ler Vincent r David Weintraub. Nathan 
Gregory Si I verm aster, Harold Glaser, Vic¬ 
tor Pcrlo, Irving Kaplan, Solomon Adler, 
Abraham George Silver man, William Ull- 
man, and William Taylor. 

The State Department could hardly 
have anticipated what a disastrous confes¬ 
sion Lliis would prove to be. For since 
then, wish rhe single exception of Bean 
A dies cm (C.F.R.), who had himself been 
hired by Joseph Slalm to serve as, Soviet 
Russia’s legal counsel in the United 
States, every one of those seventeen men 
has been identified in sworn testimony as 
a Communist agent, It is hardly startling 
that such men were willing lo make every 
concession to the Soviets at Dumbarton 
Oaks, Yalta, and at the official founding 
of the United Marions at San Francisco. 

The U + K Charier was thus a product 
of both major arms of the International 
Communist Conspiracy. Our delegation 
to Lhe San Francisco Conference In April 
of 1945 was headed by Secretary of Siaie 
Edward R. Sieuinius. Jr., a member of the

Apologias for the U-N. never mention 
the key part Hiss played at Dumbarton 
Oaks and Yalta* where (he general format 
for the U.N. was Is amine red out wills the 
Soviets, nor hi* years of work with 
Pasvnlsky in preparing plans for the inter¬ 
national organization. And they have 
done their best to dismiss the role he 
played at ihe San Francisco Conference. 
Bui a contemporary issue of Time maga¬ 
zine noted even in advance of the San 
Francisco Conference: 

Alger Hiss wit! be an important 
figure there. /Is Secretary-General, 
managing the agenda, he will have a 
lot to say behind the scenes about 
who gets the breaks,. 

He certainly didl 

The U.S- Treasury*!* representative at 
ihc San Francisco Cunt'cicnce was Hairy 
Dexter While, who gave special attention 
to (he establishment of ILN.E.S.C.O. - 
the United Nations Educational. Sc Sen- 
iific and Cultural Organization - which 
has had such an influence on the writing 
of lex Ebooks for our schools. Bui Whiled 
main duty was establishment of the 
World Bank, an msljtuiinn dear Id the 
hearts of the insiders of high finance. 
Subsequently Harry Dcxicr White was 
identified in sworn testimony by both 
Elizabeth Bentley and Whittaker Cham¬ 
bers as a Soviet agent who gave them 
stolen government documents for trails- 
mitta! (o [he Kremlin. Whitens lieutenant 
at Surs Francisco was William If liman, also 
identified by Miss Bentley .is a member of 
the Communist underground. 

Yet another key advisor a! ihe San 
Francisco Conference was Dalton Trum¬ 
bo, who semd as a ghost -writer for 
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St ett ini us mid others. A wealthy screen 
writer, Trinnbo lulct was identified ns a 
member of the Communist Party and was 
one of the Infamous Hollywood Ten who 
were sentenced to jail for contempt of 
Congress as a result of Iheir behavior 
before a Congressional Committee investi¬ 
gating Communist activities in the movie 
industry. 

Working in tandem with the seventeen 
or so So vie i spies a I San Francisco were 
forty-three members of the Council on 
Foreign Relations.* Some of the more 
interesting C.F.R. members in the delega¬ 
tion had strong international banking ties. 
They included John Foster Dulles (J. 
Henry Shrueder Bank, the bank that 
financed Hiller). Edward R. StciUnitis 
(J.P. Morgan & Company), Nelson Rocke¬ 
feller (whose family mu Ends Chase Man- 
halt an Bank and First National City 
Bank), John J. McCloy (Chairman of the 
Board, Chase Manhattan), and Aiteiuus 
Gates (New York Trust Company), 

At the conclusion of ihe San Francisco 
Conference it was Alger Hiss wlu> was 
entrusted with taking the Charter to 
Washington. On Page 23 of Life magazine 
for July 16+ 1945. was a "picture of the 
week” showing Hiss arriving in Washing- 
inn with a large package. The caption 
read: 

At the conclusion of ihc San 
Francisco Conference the Charter 
of ihe United Nations was bundled 
off to a waiting piano and gingerly 
placed in a ?S*pound fireproof safe 

equipped with a small parachute, 

A ft ached to the safe wax a stem 
inscription: "Finder - do not 
open? Notify the Department of 
State - Washington, D.C " Chief 
custodian was Conference Secre- 
t ary-General Alger Hiss, shown litre 
with the Charter at the end Of the 
crow-country trip

Director J, Edgai Hoover, notes in 
his book The Naked Capitalist: 

Anyone familiar with the Com¬ 
munist Constitution of Russia will 
recognize in the United Nations 
Charter a similar format, it is char¬ 
acterized by a fervent declaration 
of democratic principles which are 
sound and desirable; this is then 
followed by a constitutional restric¬ 
tion or procedural limitation which 
completely nullifies the principles 
just announced! 

The Charter also gives the USSR, 
ihree voles in the Genera! Assembly 
under the hypocritical guise that the 
Soviet states of Ukraine and Byelorussia 
arc “independent 11 republics. This little 
ploy was worked out between Stalin and 
Alger Hiss, hnl America has yel to hear 
the fiist “Liberal" complaint about it, or 
so much as a suggestion that Byelorussia 
and the Ukraine receive the sort of 
treatment just accorded to Nationalist 
China, 

There is ateo a striking resemblance 
helwccn Ehe U N. flag and the Soviet 
arms banner, highest emblem in Com¬ 
munist heraldry, found on the cover of 
the Constitution of the LIS.S.R. Ural this 
is something other than coincidence is 
attested to by the fact that the U,N. flag 
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was created and designed by Carl Aldo 
Marzani, head of the presentation branch 
of the U.S. Office of Strategic Services,in 
Apri] of 1945. Marzani was taler found to 
he a member of the Com munis E Party 
who ope rated undet the Party name uf 
Tony Whales, 

Arrempilng to explain away (he in- 
credible appease men L of ihe Soviets aL 
Dumbarton Oaks, Yalta, and at the Sait 
Francisco Conference, lb Liberal" folklore 
has it that Stalin and Company had to he 
cajoled into joining the U.N. The truth is 
that the Uotshcviks couldnT have been 
kepi out unless Ihe door were barred with 
a steel plank. As Hart Browder, former 
General Secretary of the Communist 
Patty, U.S.A., and twine its candidate fur 
President of the United States, wrote in 
his book Victory And After ; “The Ameri¬ 
can Communists worked energetically 
and tirelessly lo by the foundations for 
the United Nations, which we were sure 
would conic into existence.” And a for¬ 
mal preamble to [lie constitution of the 
Communist Party, U.S.A., states that the 
Party believes "the true national interest 
of our country and the cause of peace 
and progress require . - .the strengthening 
uf the United Nations as a universal 
instrument of peace.” 

Political Affairs, is the ufficia! theoreti¬ 
cal journal of the Communal Pariy, 
U S A., through which I he official “Party 
Line” is transmitted to Comrades arid the 
much larger body of Party sympathizers.

A corollary to the “Libera] 1 ' myth 
lhai the Communists did not really want 
to be included in Ihc U.V is that the 
World Organization has proved a 
constant thorn in the side ot the Soviets 
and their saielliies, producing constant 
frLi^tiafliju-n as symbolized by Khrushchev 
pounding his shoe on ihe lectern of the 
General Assembly. It was good show 
biz, but that is all it was. A former 
Ciecho-Slovak! an intelligence officer, 
Colonel Jan Bukar. has testified before 
the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities that he heard a General 
Bondarenko deliver a leclure a( ihe 
Frunze Military Academy in Moscow in 
which the Soviet general declared: 

Front the rostrum of the United 
Nations, we shall convince the colo¬ 
nial and semi-colonial people to 
liberate themselves and to spread 
the Ctnnmunixi theory over ali the 
world, We reeopitze the U N r as w 
auiht?ri(y over the Soviet Union , 
but the United Nations serves to 
deflect the capitalists and warmon¬ 
gers in the Western World. 

Dr. March Koruwicz, a member of 
Communist Poland^ delegation at ihe 
U.N. who eluded his guard* and sought 
asylum in the United Stales, put it well 
when lie said: “The Communist Parly 
regards the U.N. as the most Important 
platform of Soviet propaganda in the 
world,...* 1 On October 7, 1961, the 
West Coast newspaper of the Communis 
Party, the People's World , actually carried 
an edHnrjnl entitled "‘Save The U.N." it 
declared hi pari: 

The U.N. commands a great res¬ 
ervoir of support in our country 
77 US support should now be made 
vocal. People should write President 
Kennedy, telling him 

Do not withdraw from U.N. 
Restore U.N to the Grand Design 
of Franklin Roosevelt .... 
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New Times, an official Soviet publica¬ 
tion printed in Moscow, reported in its 
issue for July 8, 1970; 

As stressed by Premier Kosy¬ 
gin .. * on June I9 t the Soviet 
Union attaches much importance to 
the United Nations* in the future, 
as in the past, it will spare no effort 
to steer the Organization S work, 

h is equally fictitious to claim, as did 
the CJLR/s James Reston in a recent 
column, that the Communists want ihe 
United Stales, to get out of the United 
Nations. If the US. gels out of the UR T 
the U.N. collapses as a springboard for 
Communist art cm pis at world domina¬ 
tion. And the Comrades know it! On 
January 21 h 1962, the official Communis* 
newspaper The Worker, carried an article 
headlined, "Buchers Take Warpath 
Against UN Peace Hopes/ 1 The Commu¬ 
nist Worker warned the Comrades: 

11 tc John Birch Society has in 
sintered its members to prepare a 
hate campaign against the United 
Nations, in hh secret "bulletin "for 
members* Robert Welch . . . orders 
his f&llowers to place this anti- 
United Nations drive at ihe top of 
their 1962 political agenda .... if 
u m in the spring of last year that 
the ultra hate campaign to destroy 
ihe United Nations actually began. 

The Birch Society's education cam¬ 
paign was very ef fie dive indeed- Then 
came the counterattack. Ju late 1964 and 
early 1965 ihe Xerox Corporation spon¬ 
sored a national prime-time television 
series to propagandize foi the U.N. En 
commenting on one of these programs in 
its issue of July 23, 1965, the Communist 
People's World noted. 

it's not a fit tie horrifying that in 
our country at this time a pitch is 
needed for the UN and for peace „ 


but that is the ease, and we're ail 
far figuratively hitting people over 
the head with the message, The 
[Xerox] program dtd that. 

Meanwhile the Communists have con¬ 
tinued to solidify then U,N. control. So 
complete had it become by 3965 rhas 
Mikhail Sergeyevich Lvov, an official Sov¬ 
iet spokesman on U.N. affairs, told a 
Moscow Radio audience on June 27, 
1965; 

There can be no doubt that with 
the United Nations constituted us is 
is as present . the consistent line of 
the Soviet Union in pressing for the 
United Nations to face fully up to 
the problems, of strengthening 
peace and ensuring freedom is pro* 
during more and more positive re¬ 
sults. 

Of course the Communists have 
controlled the U.N. staff from the be 
ginning. The Secret ary-Gen era I has tra- 
d it tonally been portrayed as the epitome 
of neutralism, the ideal non-Column nisi. 
But Trygve Lie, the first U.N. Sec¬ 
retary-General, was a dedicated Socialist, 
and □ high-ranking member of the 
Democratic Labor IVty of Norway a 
spur of the Communist Interna Lion aJ. 
After the resignation of Dr. Lie, Dag 
Hammerskjnld was elected to fill the 
office. He too was a self-declared Socialist 
rmd openly approved the goals uf World 
Communism I Jammarskjold even refused 
to support a very limid resolution 
condemning Red Chini/s invasion arid 
genocide in Tibet. 

After Dag Harnmarskjold was killed in 
a plane crash m 1961, the Soviets pressed 
demands for leadership to be shored by a 

ihree-man "Troika/ 1 Then* suddenly, 
they turned off their “Troika" talk and 
backed Burmese Marxist U Thant as 
Hammarskj old's successor. According to 
Thant. “socialism ought to be ihe wave of 
the future for rich and poor alike/ 1 A 
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dedicated apostle of world government, 
Secretary General Tham is a consistent 
supplier of ihe Comm unis is who de¬ 
plores America's Suspicion of Commu¬ 
nist mo lives. 1 " Than i hoth a Marxist and 
a Leninist, is openly running the U.N. Lo 
stippbrl Communist purposes. JTie fol¬ 
lowing h the complete lexl of an Associ¬ 
ated Press report as it appeared in the Lot 
Angelas Time a for April 7 n 1 970: 

U,N r Secretan-G'eneral U Tham 
praised Vladimir /, Lenin, founder 
of the Soviet Union, as a political 
leader whose ideals were reflected 
in the U- AT. charter, 

Thant released Monday the text 
of a statement tent tv a symposium 
on Lemn at Tampere, (inland, 
sponsored by the Uj\ t . Educational* 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza¬ 
tion, 

“Lunin was a man with a mind 
of great clarity and inemreness, and 
his ideas have had a profound influ¬ 
ence on the course of contempo¬ 
rary history ," p 77™ t r s storemen t 
said.

Clearly, the Soviets got their Troika 
when they got Thant. He has I kid two 
primary assistants: one a Soviet national 
and the other Dr. Ralph Bundle (CF.RT. 
Dr. Bundle, who had been an assistant to 
Alger Hiss, lias been identified under oath 
as a member of the Communist Parly by 
both Manning Johnson and Leonard Pat¬ 
terson* former top Communists* in dosed 
Hearings before u government Loyalty 
Board.* They had attended celt mcctings 
w i lii Comrade Bundle. Pallet sou and 
Johnson p both Negroes, had been trained 
in Moscow, but defected from the Party

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whan they became aware ilm the Com- 
m musts were working to enslave people 
of all races. 

Ultimate control of the United Na¬ 
tions is in i he hands of the members o! 
the permanent staff of the Secretariat, 
where resolutions and edicts of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly and Seeuriiy Council are 
eiiher neutralized oj given Leefh with 
which to bite The United Nations has 
approximately (1000 employees in the 
Secretarial. About one-fourth Of these 
hold supeivisory and policy-making posj- 
linns classified as professional. These 
“profcBsional” appointments are filled 
according to the geographic origin of the 
member nat inns and in proportion to 
tlieii contribution Lu the U.N. Budget. 
Ihe United States meets approximately 
one-third of that Budget and is therefore 
entitled to approximately one-third of 
the “professional" appointments. Ihe 
othei two-flu ids conic from the other 
member nations. Communilit as well as 
non-Coimnu nils!. And, as US. Mrivs d! 
World Report obse rved as early as Decem¬ 
ber 12. 1952: “An informed estimate 
suggesis that as many as one-half of the 
1,350 administrative executives in the UN 
are either Communists Or people who are 
willing to do what they want." 

The situation is bo serious that when a 
New York federal grand jury stumbled 
across evidence of Communist penetra¬ 
tion into the American staff of the U.N . 
it so alarmed the grand jury that it 
conducted a fuLI scale inquiry into the 
matter. Enough evidence was presented 
Lo enable the grand jury to release the 
following statement: 

Ihis futy must, as a dury to the 
people of the States, advise 

the court that start ting evidence has 
disclosed infiltration into the UN of 
an uvcrwhcltningfy large group of 
disloyal U.S. citizens, many of 
whom arc closely associated with 
the international Communist move- 
men t. This group manben scores of 
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individuals, most of whom have 
long records of federal employ¬ 
ment, and at the same time have 
been connected with persons and 
organizations subversive to this 
country. Their positions at the time 
we xubptienaed theta were ones of 
trust and responsibility in the UN 
Secretariat and in its specialized 
agencies. 

The resultant publicity prompted ihe 
Senate Committee un the Judiciary lu 
initiate its own investigation with the 
same mulls, the Chairman of thai Sen- 
Lite Committee released the following 
statement at the conclusion of those 
Hearings: 

/ am appalled at the extensive 
evidence indicating that there is 
today in the UN among the Ameri¬ 
can employees there , the greatest 
concentration of Communists that 
this Committee has ever encoun¬ 
tered, Those American officials 
who have been called represent a 

substantial percentage nf the people 
who arc representing us in rhe 
UN.... These people occupy high 
positions. They have high salaries 
and almost ait of these people have* 
in the past, been employees in the 
US. Government in high and sensi¬ 
tive positions. / betieve that the 
evidence shows that the security 
officers of our government knew, 
or at least had reason in know, that 
these people have been Communists 
for many years. In fact, some of 
these people have been the subject 
of charges before Congress before 
and during their employment with 
the U, N. It Lx mure than strange 
that such a condition existed in the 
Government of the US., and it is 
certainly more than strange that 
these people should be transferred 
to the UN and charged to the 
American quota. 


The point was well summed up by Mr. 
Joseph Komfeder. a former top Commu¬ 
nist who was trained, in Moscow, when he 
spoke before ihe Congress of Freedom in 

ms: 

Now many Communists, fellow 
travelers and sympathizers there arc 
among the UN employees, no one 
seems to know, but fudging hr their 
number among the American per¬ 
sonnel. there can be no doubt that 
the Communists control the tjN 
and in staff association, and use it 
for ait it's worth: which means dm 
most of the special agencies at UN 
headquarters are. in fact ; operated 
by them and coordinated through 
the Communist ceil in the UN staff 
association. 

diven the complexion of ihe U-N. 
staff, the headquarters of I he LJ.N. could 
hardly be located in a worse place from 
Lhe standpoint of American security - 
When the Rockefeller family donated the 
land on the Easi River for construe!ion of 
the “House That Hiss Built t " the Soviets 
were delighted One of their delegates. 
Mi, Baskin, even served on the Kite'selec¬ 
tion committee. And ihe Manhattan* 
based U.N. Itus provided the Communists 
with the best possible center for subver¬ 
sive operations. As F'-B.L Director I. 
Edgar Hoover has testified: 

Attention is called to the fact 
that many of the incidents and 
causes previously cited involved 
Soviet employees of the United 
Nations. They are guests of the 
United States and arc supposedly 
dedicated in the cause of interna¬ 
tional peace. But they are. in fact , 
carefully selected envoys of the 
international Communist conspir¬ 
acy* framed in trickery and deceit 
and dedicated to the concept of 
fully exploiting the freedoms of the 
countries they seek to destroy . It is 
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too much to expect that they 
would not subvert the United Na¬ 
tions. 

The nationally s.yaidic^^cU columnist 
Henry J. Taylor adds: 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
reports that S65 Soviet-bloc person¬ 
nel and more than I r 200 depett 
dents, ad with diplomatic immunity 
against arrest, and most of them 
accredited w the United Nations 
and not tti the United States, are 
stationed here. His bureau estimates 
that about 807> of the Soviet-bloc 
personnel are intelligence officers 
and not diplomats at alt. 

Nothing could he a heavier, 
easier and quicker blow to Red 
espionage than to put the U.N. 
headquarters elsewhere. * 

In his naitonally syndicated column of 
Oeiober 7, 1971, Paul Scott comments 
on (lie effect of adding the Red Chinese 
lo the already huge bank of Communist 
spies in the United Nations: 

Espionage will he an even greater 
danger now that Red Chinn has 
been admitted to the U.N. Since 
the size of each country's U.N. 
delegation and staff reflects the size 
of the country s population^ and 
since Red China has between 700 
and 800 million people, she might 
be allowed J r 000 or more diplo¬ 
mats and staff members, each of 
whom would possess diplomatic im- 
munity. Their suit-eases and trunks 
could not he examined by Amen-

can Customs officials. Would that 
suggest wholesale, unimpeded im¬ 
portation of heroin into this coun¬ 
try, in addition to countless spying 
activities? "the most obvious and 
practical solution to the drug and 
spying dangers to our country is to 
get the U.S. out of the United 
Nations and the U.N. out of the 
United States. 

Before the adinissiuti of Red China u> 
the U.N,. J. Edgar Hoover testified con¬ 
cerning the consequence of such a devel¬ 
opment: 

Communist China represents one 
of the graVest longrangc securin' 
threats and the FBI is continuing to 
devote its dose attention to cover 
aye of possible Chinese Communist 
agents and sympathizers in the 
United States. There is every likeli¬ 
hood that Chinese Communist in¬ 
telligence activities in this country 
wilt Increase in the next few years, 
particularly if Communist Chinn is 
recognized by the United Nations 
and is thereby able to have a diplo¬ 
matic mission in this country. 

And Red China has wasted no litne in 
moving its spies into the U.N. headquar¬ 
ters. As Human events reported in ks 
issue ftir November 20. 1971: 

Fed China ; 22-man United Na¬ 
tions delegation received a tumul¬ 
tuous reception upon its arrival in 
New York test week, with the press 
seeming to fumble over itself with 
compliments for the 1 high quality " 
of Maos diplomatic representatives. 

Bui even as the new delegation was 
being hailed by various groups in this 
country , evidence Is accumulating 
that Red China intends to employ 
the U.N. as a major tool for pro¬ 
moting Maoist-sryle espionage and 
subversion. 
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China’s Deputy Foichm Minister, 
Chlao Kuan-luia, head of the first Peking 
delegation to lIil- U.N., is a kip intelli¬ 
gence operative for Peking, Ch Sac's depu- 
ty K Huang Hlui, u described by American 
intelligence sources as * b a gifted saboteur 
and espionage artist,” 

The radical Chxcugtj Sun-Times, dis¬ 
playing typical " Liberal’' nonchalance to¬ 
ward the Communists' use of ihe U-H.as 
a base lor spying, auid. it was assumed Red 
China would include spies in its delega¬ 
tion, "‘but Peking* moving into the inter¬ 
national diplomatic spotlight for Lite First 
time, had not been expected to get into 

ihe game so eOoct” — especially with men 
of such flagrant reputations for espionage 
as Chlao KrouHiua and Huang Hua. 

Never in recorded history has a nation 
permitted an avowed enemy openly to 
pursue its policies of conquest, on its 
home territory, within so vast a diplo¬ 
mat ic sa nctua ly a savuct ua ly su pposedly 
dedicated lo peace. At least Steuben 
should be employed to remodel the glass 
palace on the Cast River in the shape of a 
Trojan Horse. 

On the surface, however, the LLN. 
often appears to be Ludicrous, a son of 
Mad Hatter's dream. More than half of 
the nations in l3ie U.N, have fewer people 
than New York City. A fifth of all U.N. 
members have populations undei 2 mil¬ 
lion. These are the microstates. Their per 
cap it 13 gross national product is as tow as- 
S50 annually. Yet each of ihcse nations 
lias a vote equal to ours, with the result 
that “nations” such as Qatar, Bahrein. 
Bhutan, and Oman now hold the balance 
of power in the General Assembly . This 
has been caused by the fragmentation of 
the former French and British empires 
into a veritable plethora of tinhorn na¬ 
tions. 

All of which resulted from a deliberate 
policy of (he Insiders of international 
finance , who know lhaL in most eases 
they can buy the political leaders of the 
new nmiistales, each of which has a vote 
equal to ours. "Libera] " propagandists. 


however, beg m not in be upset by this. 
As journalist William Ryan recently put 
it, ,b al tempts to downgrade the. voting

While America has only J of the 163 
voles in the General Assembly, ir pays 
approximately onethird of the U.N. T s 
bills. Periodically I he Uni led Stales also 
buys U.N. bonds to keep the Trojan 
HoFse from sinking into a quagmire of red 
ink. Theta bonds are guaranteed to he 
repaid the day after the Confederate war 
deht is amortized in full. The Gommunisi 
bloc is I he major debtor in the World 
Organization, being a grand total of 
% 118,753,898 in arrears, and accouniing 
for two-thirds of the U.N.'s total debt. 

Ihe fact that ihc U.5. must carry a 
vastly disproportionate share of the 
U.N,"$ Financial load, even as the Reds 
shirk 1 heirs, quite naiurahy makes Ameri¬ 
cans angry. But il is probably the least 
important complaint about the U.N. The 
real Ihreni it poses to our muon lies in 
Ihe fuel that so many "responsible" 
Americans* many of them in high politi¬ 
cal office, are committed to 3 program to 
convert the U,N, into an international 
superstate - the longtime go.il of the 
Insiders who manipulate the Communist 
Conspiracy. 

If the Insiders of international finance 
and industry intend to own and control 
the resources of the entire planet, [hen it 
follows that iltere must be :i government 
empowered to protect Eheir property and 
empire. So the Conspirators work to 
establish their world superstate, bolh 
through their eminently respectable 
fronts like ihe Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions (which openly proclaims that its 
goal is li "new world order' 1 .) and through 
Ebe Communists who forthrightly main¬ 
tain: 

,,. dictatorship cm be estab¬ 
lished only by a vie lory o f socialism 
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in different countries, nr groups of 
countrie s, after which the prole¬ 
tariat republics would unite on fed¬ 
eral lines with thfisc already in 
existence, and thin system of fed 
eral unions would expand. ._ at 
length forming the World Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics. 

This is why Red China had Lo be 
admitted to ilie United Nations. As James 
Rust on, resident siivan I of \}w New York 
Times and apparent spokesman for the 
KstablishnrcriT Insiders, has expressed it: 

.. the President's forthcoming 
talks with Chou En-lai are only rite 
beginning of a hug process in 
which disagreements on specific 
questions arc unavoidable, hut the 
dear oh fee live of which is the 
creation of mutual respect leading 
to a better world order. 

+ r r it Is clear that no realty 
effective new world order can he 
creeled without the help of the 
Chinese Communists, r ., 

The most vocal organizalion working 
Lo eonvinee Americans Lo aeeepL such a 
“new world order" is che United World 
Federalists, a group whose membership 
is heavily interlocked with that of the 
Council on Foreign Re I ai ions. The 
openly expressed purpose of World Fed¬ 
eralists is to convert the U.N, into a 
world government encompassing both 
Communist and non-Communist states. 
Spc [iking for the Insiders, financier 
James Warburg, whose futlier was pri¬ 
marily responsible for creation of the 
Federal Reserve System, and whose rela¬ 
tives financed the Communist Revolu¬ 
tion in Russia, told a Senate Committee 
on February 3 7, 1950; “We shall have 
world government whether you like ii or 
ei ul i if not by consent by conquest/ 1 
According to the United World Fed¬ 
eralists, "the United Nations offers the 
best available basis for world peaeu if it

1 can he given adequate powei to make, in¬ 
terpret and enforce world law,. We believe 
this can be achieved by amendments In 
the United Nations Charter.” The amend¬ 
ment which they recommend include 
turning over all military weapons to a 
UN. army, giving the UN. authority to 
tax, removing the veto from the executive 
branch, requiring universal membership 
without the right of secession, and em¬ 
powering a court sy stem with jurisdiction 
over all nations and individuals. 

President Nixon is s of course, far Lot) 
clever actually to join the World Federal¬ 
ists, but he has aclively supported their 
legislative program since his early days in 
Congress. In the October 1948 issue of 
the United World Federalist publication 
World Government News, on Page 14, 
there appears the following announce¬ 
ment: 

Richard Nixon: Introduced 
vi wrid government resolution (NCR 
68) IV4 7, and ABC {Wortd Govern¬ 
ment) resolution ! 948. 

Of special interest to 1 he U.W.F. 
throughout its history has been its cam¬ 
paign to repeal the Connolly Reservation, 
whereby the United States has reserved lo 
itself the power to decide what matters 
are essentially within the domestic juris¬ 
diction of the U.S.p and therefore may 
not be brought under the jurisdiction of 
the World Cuuit. The Federalists want 
repeal of ihe Conti ally Reservation, which 
would mean that the United Slates would 
accept lt as binding the ruling of the 
I n Lerna t tonal Court of J usl Ice (World 
Cfourr] on disarmament, on ii iter pic la- 
i lion of the U-N. Charter and laws, and of 
international treaties. 1 ' 

The abolition uf the Coniuilly Reserva- 
lion would leave us at the mercy of the 
Afm-Asian and Iron Curtain blocs ihal 
dominate the UN. It would be tanta¬ 
mount to surrendering American sover¬ 
eignly to oue enemies, and would thus be 
a gross violation of the Presidential oath 
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to ^preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United Slates/' 

Yet Richard Nixon for many years 
advocated the repeal of that Connally 
Re.se rvat ion. I ncre du lou s pa t rio is who 
wrote Nixon about Ins advocacy of iH 
repeal were +k sent li copy of a letter dated 
April 14, I960, from Richard Nixon to 
Eugene Pufham. publisher of the Phofflifx 
Republic and Gazelle, in which Nixon 
Hally slated that he favored sue It repeal, 
declaring: “I believe .. . that the inter¬ 
vening years have shown that our so- 
called 'self-judging reservation 1 is no 
longer necessary “ 

President Nixon, whose warm endorse¬ 
ments- of their program arc widely distrib¬ 
uted hy the World Federalists, actually 
goes fai beyond seeking repeal of the 
Connaliy Reservation, and openly advo¬ 
cates “world rule through world law' 1 - 
the official slogan of the United World 
Federalists - in which the World Court is 
to be made the Supreme Court of the 
World. 1 " 

A world government naturally necessF 
tales a woild tax system. The U.N. hm al¬ 
ready requested a worldwide sales tax 
which would, coincidentally, fall on items 
purchased m gn:atesi abundance by Ameri¬ 
cans. But Americans would not now sit still 
for being taxed directly by the ILN,., and 
such propositions as the global sales tax 
will have lo wait until we are locked into a 
world superstate from which we have no 
right of secession.

The Department of Stare Butte?in for 
October S t 1970, contains Mr. Nixon's 
message entitled M Foreign Assistance Foi 
The "Seventies/ >h in which the President 
states. “The future of American youth is 
directly related lo the future of the 
Uni led Nations/' and recommends that 
foreign aid be greatly expanded and 
channeled through the U.N, and its sub- 
sid i :\ ry organ i za 1 io n% the S nte mat ion ill 
Monetary Fund and Ibe World Hank. Ir 
lias long been a goal of the internation¬ 
alist insiders to channel American foreign 
aid through the LLN. The next step will 
be to have the General Assembly dctei- 
imne the amount of foreign aid thal we 
will be required to pay, and Lo whom. 

On December 37, I968 r President- 
dect Nixon (old rcporiers Following a 
visit to the LLN.: “IZ/oJ ow intention in 
ihesn days ahead io do everything that we 
can to strengthen this organization .... ” 
The ultimate! move to strengthen the ILN. 
is lo give it a monopoly on military 
power. Up until that time, the IL5. can 
still get out of the U.N., regardless of how 
anyone may interpret the Charter,f The 
object is to disaini the United States in 
favor of a ILN. Army. 

On June 23. 1961, John J, McCloy. 
Special Advisor to the President on Dis¬ 
armament. sent lo the White House the 
draft of a bill io create a U.5>. Disarma¬ 
ment Agency. Mr. MeCluy was ai the 
time Chairman of the Board of the 
Council on Foreign Relations. En his 
letter of transmittal to the President, lie 
revealed thal (he fundamental purpose of 
ihc Disarm a men I Agency would be [ei 
being about world government. In Sep« 
tember 1961, Congress passed the Arms 
Control and Disaruin men t Act, conferring 
on Hie director of the new Disarmament 
Agency broad authority, under Hie gen¬ 
eral supervision of the President and the 
Secretary n\ Slate, eo do just about 
anything the dirucloi might believe Lo be 
in Hie interest of “peace/" 
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Many Congressmen supported creation 
of this Disarmament Agency because they 
were afraid of being accused of opposing 
peace No I all. however, withered under 
“Liberal' 1 ' pressure Congressman John 
Ashbrook of Ohio inferred Lo il as "The 
Surrender Agency/* and declared; “The 
testimony is replete with evidence which 
indicates this Agency may well he the 
back door for the one-worlders to ac 
Ccmplish their goal . , , , The late Con¬ 
gressman James Uu commented that it 
was “almost word-for-word duplication 
of a disarmament proposal advanced by 
Khrushchev In 1959.” 

Tliis format disarmament proposal was 
later published in is nineteen-page report 
entitled Freedom From Kfrr llte United 
States Program For Central And Cam* 
pteie Disarmament In A Peaceful World 
(State Department Pub lieu Lion 7277). It 
calls tor transferring control of U.S. 
nuclear weapons to she United Nations, 
restricting the American military to the 
role of an internal police force, and 
establishing an all-powerful U,N. Army. 
Til is U.S. disarmament plan further pro¬ 
vider +4 The Parties to the Treaty would 
progressively strengthen the United Nil- 
lions Peace Force . . .until it had suit! 
eicnl armed forces and armaments so ihm 
no state could challenge it/’ 

The Disarmament Agency’s Dr. Lin¬ 
coln P. Bloomfield (C,F,R.) has written. 

Short of a out for catastrophe* 
the difficulties m obtaining wide¬ 
spread public approval and explicit 
Senate ratification of a genuine 
world government are obviom 
without disarmament such a system 
[nf world govern mem) ft probably 
unobtainable . „.. If it [wu-ild gov¬ 
ernment] came about as a series of 
unnerving trips to or over the brink , 
fY could come about at any time. 

Thus the threat of the Soviets drop¬ 
ping nuclear bombs on us is built up so 
that we can be blackmailed into accepting 


world government through national dis¬ 
armament in favor of a U.NL 1 'peace*' 
force. The insiders have no intention of 
destroying that which they intend to own 
and control [f ibere truly were a military 
threat from an independent Russia, Lite 
crowd at the C.F.R. would he leading the 
parade for American independence and 
arms superiority; they would not be 
prom olliig disa rmamcn t. 

The original plan of the Conspirators 
for the disarmament of the United .Slates, 
and the transfer of our weaponry ti> the 
U-N-p culled for its completion by 1972. 
Bui American Conservatives, led by The 
John Bird i Society, gave the pian such 
exposure in the early Sixties that the 
t imetable had to he altered- Conserve ives 
ordered and distributed to their alarmed 
friends so many copies of the State 
Department Publication 7277, that the 
Department was forced lo lei u goom of 
print. An article in the Communist World 
Marxist Review emphasized, ihe need for 
patience, advising the Comrades; “Com¬ 
munists do not adhere to the "all or 
nothing' principle. Anything Thral brings 
disarmament nearer is a step for¬ 
ward ..„It was, back to “patient gradu¬ 
alism/' 

Americans were nut yet sufficiently 
fed up with protracted no-win wars, nor 
were they sufficiently frightened by nu¬ 
clear propaganda, to swallow disarma¬ 
ment in favor of a U.N. Army. A Gallup 
Full in 1961 determined that eighty-one 
percent of Americans said ihcy would 
rather Hghi an all-out nuclear war lhan 
live under Communist rule. Mure time 
was needed for anti-military and defeat]si 
propaganda, fhe Vie main War has pro¬ 
vided the excuse for an enormous escala¬ 
tion of such propaganda. Creation of the 
mood for aceeplanee by America of the 
program outlined by the State Depact- 
meru in 1961 has obviously been a high 
priority of the International Communist 
Conspiracy, 

Meanwhile, disarmament talks have 
been going on with the Russians for 
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nearly eight yeais. During dial lime we 
have negotiated with (hem the Nuclear 
Test-Ban Treaty (with no inspection, of 
course), the Outer Space Treaty, the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty, and the Sen 
beds Treaty. All of (hcse were steps 
toward S.A.L.T. - and S.A.L.T. is 
anolher sicp toward complete disamia- 
merit and world government, The objec¬ 
tives laid down by the Insiders in Slate 
Depart mens Document 7277 have not 
changed. In 196K an Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency publication called 
Anns Control And National Security ex¬ 
plained what has been happening: 

Since 1959 the agreed ultimate 
goat of the negotiations has been 
general and complete disarmament, 

Le^ the total elimination of all 
armed forces and armaments except 
those needed to maintain internal 
order within stares and to furnish 
the United Nati<rns with peace 
forces. U.S. and Soviet plans for 

general and complete disarmament 
were proposed in 1962 and they are 
still "on the table . 11 Some basic 
differences between the two plans 
are brought our by rite key issue of 
timing and verification of reduction 
of nuclear deli very vehicles 

Under ihc Charter of the U.N.. (his 
International Peace Force, with its (our) 
nuclear weapons, would be under the 
command of the Under Secretary-General 
for Political and Seeutily Council Affairs, 
who has coast rot over nil U-N- military 
affairs. Except for one swo-year icrm t 
when d was occupied by a Yugoslav 
Communist, thi$ posi has by agree me ni 
always been held by a Soviet national. 
Trygve Lie, See re! ary 'General of the 
United Naiions from 1946 to 1953, 
writes in his autobiography In The Cause 
Of Peace : 

Mr. Vyshinsky did nor delay his 
approach He was the first to inform 


me of an understanding which the 
Big Five had reached in London on 
the appointment of a Soviet national 
as Assistant Secretary-Central for 
Political and Security Council Af¬ 
fairs, * +1 Air Stcrtinitt s [under the 
influence of Alger Hiss] con finned 
tn me that he had agreed with ihc 
Soviet Delegation in the matter 

Former U.N, Secret a ry-Genera! Lie 
then observed: 

The presznwtion of international 
peace and security was ihc Organi¬ 
zation's highest responsibility . and 
it was to entrusting the direction of 
the Secretariat department mast 
concerned with this to a Soviet 
national that the Americans had 
agreed. What did the Americans 
want for themselves? To nty sur¬ 
prise, they did not ask fora depart¬ 
ment concerned with comparable 
substantive affairs r like the eco¬ 
nomic or the social. Rather, Mr 
Srettintus proposed that an Amer¬ 
ican citizen be appointed Assistant 
Secretary-General far Administra¬ 
tive and FimneM Services. 

Despite the fact that this agreement 
was to be binding for only five years, a 
Russian continues to occupy that key 
U,N, military office today. Mr. Nixon has 
not been so rude as to suggest that the 

office be given to anyone oilier than a 

Communist. 

If everything else concerning the U.N. 
were favorable to the United States, the 
very Tact that its military affairs are 
always in the hands of a Communist 
should be more ihan sufficient reason to 

get us out. Bui “Liberal" apologists for 

the ILN- arc not hot he red one ioi.i by 
Communist control of the Organization's 
military. They explain, if you can believe 
this., that while the Soviets hold some 
posts by custom and tradition, the U-S- 
hulds others. It just happens to he the 
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custom h thanks to Comrade Hiss, that the 
Communists control the military while an 
American controls mosquito abatement 
projects. Fair’s fair, you know! 

Es that U.N. Army a pmsibilily in the 
near future? Uni ted Press Interna Lional 
has reported that, early in October 3 971 „ 
Communist Poland offered the U.N. a 
standby force from its army lor possible 
use in “peacekeeping operations," Po¬ 
land is ibe second Soviet bloc nation to 
offer its I mops for "peacekeeping/’ the 
other offer having been made two years 
ago by Czechoslovakia. Add to this the 
feel that Richard Nixon has long ad¬ 
vocated just such a military force - 
which, as we have pointed out. would 
serve under the command of a Russian 
national at the United Nations. As the 
Los Angelas Examiner reported on 
October 2S, 195Q: 

A strong effort to obtain ap¬ 
proval of his resolution calling for 
establishment of a United Nations 
police force will be made by Com 
gressmtm Richard Nixon when Con¬ 
gress reconvenes November 2 7th. 
the California Senatorial nominee 
said today .... Nixon's resolution 
suggests that a UN police authority 
he set up on a permanent basis > to 
consist of land, sea and air forces. It 
would swing into action against 
aggression under decision of a sim¬ 
ple majority vote of the police 
authority. 

Establishment spokesman James Res 
ion declared in his New York I'imen 
column of May 21, 1971: “Nixon would 
obviously like to preside over (he creation 
of a new world order, ami believes be has 
an opportunity to do so in the last 2(1 


months of his first tcirn." IF Mi , Nixon 
gets what he wants, his "new world 
order 11 could well include a nuclear 
equipped U.N. Army controlled by a 
Soviet national + 

Given such dsn gent, why do we retain 
membership in the United Nations? Cer¬ 
tainly the U N. has not brought peace to 
the world. During Ihc first twenty-five 
years efits existence,, noted the “Liberal” 
Houston Chronicle for September 25, 
1971 h there have buen seventy-five wars! 
Since the inception of the U.N,. over one 
billion people have been enslaved by the 
Communists. This is a peace oigimi^a- 
non? The fact is that ihc existence of the 
U.N. snakes war neither more nor less 
likely. But our continued participation in 
it could well guarantee our eventual 
enslavement. The U.N. is not harmless. It 
is not a guarantor of peace Ie is a Trojan 
Horse and a death trap. It is a threat to 
our na(tonal sccurily. 

We are not unaware that the pet 
propagandists of the Establishment In* 
riders will shriek and scream that this 
warning is biased and unfair. They will 
beg you to pay no attention to doom- 
shyers and then predict doom if America 
abandons she U.N. They will implore you 
not tii pay attention to the growing 
danger, not to worry aboui it, not io 
come to conclusions which favor the 
national interests Of your country. Have 
faith, they will say. Have faith and 
Believe! 

But more and more Americans are 
coming out from under the ether of 
twenty-five years of U.N, propaganda. 
They are reaching the only possible con¬ 
clusion that an American can draw when 
presented with the facts. That conclusion 
is that it is time to Gel US out of the 
U.N. and (he U.N. out of the U,S, a a 
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
